* INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. . — The Van- 
dalla-New York express, which St. Louis 
yesterday morning, was derailed yesterday 
afternoon at Coatesville, Ind., twenty-eight 
miles west of this city. One person was 


killed and ‘thirty-four injured, several fa- 
tally. Among the latter were John W. Nor- 


ton, manager of the Grand Opera-house in 
St. Louis. His skull was fractured and chest 


broken in. He died shortly afters o’clock this 


morning. ,

HE WAS NEVER CONSCIOUS. 


Manager Norton Did Not Speak After 
Being Injured. . 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 29:—When the 
search for the injured of the Vandalia wreck 
began, John W. Norton was found pinned 
down under two chairs of the chair-car. 
When released he was literally covered with 


blood. At once he was carried to the church 
about 100 yards distant. The church was 
very cold, as there was no fire in it, but one 
was soon built and every was made 
to relieve Mr. Norton's suffering. 

One peculiar thing about Mr. Norton’ s in- 
juries was that they placed him in a kind of 
delirium, with a d to move about con- 
tinually. In spite of the protests of his at- 
tendants he got up and walked around, in- 
jured as he was, until he literally sank from 
exhaustion. Only then it was possible to 
make an examination of his injuries. It 
‘was found that he had a hole in the left 
side of his head, into which a finger might 
have been in , making trephining im- 
possible. The front and other side of his 
skull was fractured and he was severely 
crushed about the chest. 

He received the best attention it was ne. 
sible to give under the circumstances,

Janitor Olark Now Says He May Not 


—Divorce Suit Filed One Week Before 
the Murder. | 


The mystery about Mre. Rebecca Land's 
dismal death deepens daily. 

From all indications, she was murdered 
in her room about 11 o’clock Thursday night. 
City Undertaker Sheehan, who has been in 
the busindss long enough to know what he 
is talking about, says the body was certainly 
a corpse twelve hours before he handled it 
Friday noon, and Dr, Hochdoerfer, who 
made the post-mortem, declares that the 


rigor mortis was too well marked Friday 
afternoon to have resulted from death just 
that morning. 

In addition to these sworn statements 
there is strong evidence of a struggle having 
taken place in Room W, the apartment 
occupied by Mrs. Land on the second floor 
of the McLean Building, about 11 o’clock 
Thursday night. Not only does John C. 
Goebel, an old carpenter living in the room 
just over Mrs. Land’s room, say he heard 
some one fall heavily to the floor in Mrs. 
Land's room about 11 o'clock Thursday 
night, but his statement is verified by Mr. 
Longley and his friend, Mr. Davidson. Mr, 
Longley lives just under the roof of the 
McLean Building, in Rooms 55 and 56 on 
the aixth floor. He is the editor of a com- 
munistic weekly called the Altruist, and 
Davidson is employed by him as a printer. 
Mr. Davidson had been out Thursday night 
and when he returned about 11 o'clock 
Longley arose to let him in. 

HEARD PEOPLE QUARRELING. 

“As I went to the door,“ says Longley, 
“T heard voices far down in the lower part 
of the building as if some people were quar- 
reling down there. After a short time the 
voices were hushed and I thought nothing 
more of the matter unti} I read of Mrs.

In further substantiation e murder 
theory is the fact at Mrs. Land feared 
death. H. S. Harrington of Ellendale testi- 
fied at the Coroner's 8 that Maggie 
Smiley, his servant whom Mrs. Land 
had sent him, had to 1 * that she was in 
constant dread of her life from three gam- 
blers who lived just above her. 

Alcander Longley says that Mrs. Land 
appeared to be worrying over —_ ee 
when he saw her recently, but he gathere 
from what she said that she feared old man 
Grannis would do something desperate to 
get her business away from her, and that 
she also feared she would not be able to 
marry some farmer who lived near Kansas 
City. To her lawyer, Charles L amm, 
of 516 Pine street, she said substantially 
that she wanted to get a divorce from her 
husband so she could get her property 
safely out of his clutches. 

Old man Longley, who is a gray y-whiskered 
sexagenarian, has pondered deeply over 
the case and to him the robbery theory 
seems most plausible in view of the fact 
that Mrs. Land’s gold watch is missing. 
This is a most significant feature in the 
case. Mrs. Land is known to have prized 
this watch very highly. 217 Alline Trus- 
sel, a trained nurse li t 3032 Franklin 
avenue, stated at the re inquest 
that the watch was wi diamonds 
and had a chain and e consisting of 
an Odd Fellows’ emblem, all of the finest 
material, the watch easily 
worth $500. Mr. Longley says that Mrs. 
Land told him that she would give up her 
life rather than part with that watch. 

Deputy Collector Trellman says whenever 
he visited Mrs. Land’s office he used to see 
the watch lying open on a table. Both he 
and Mr. Longley say they advised her to 
keep it more secluded, — she declined to 
“heed their advice. When Mrs. Land’s room 
was entered by the police Friday morning 
the watch was missing. Neither the janitor 
nor Mrs. Cole, who was very officious about 
the place, knew what had become of it. Its 
disappearance was as mysterious as its 
owner’s demise. 

MRS. LAND WAS AFRAID. 

Naturally, the theory advances itself that 
the same person or persons who stole the 
watch killed Mrs. Land. Various surmises 
are put forward as to the identity of Pay 

probable thief or thieves. Mrs. Land h

She had also told Langley, the latter 
8wears, that several months ago; on two 
different occasions, three or four men at- 
tempted to foree an entrance into her room, 
but she frightened them off. One of. these, 
Longley says, she supposed was her former 
partner, Grannis.

“Although my shoulder and limbs were 
painfully bruised, I managed to crawl out 
of one of the windows. The car was lying 
‘bottom side up. I found a short ladder under 
the car and I pushed it through a window 
and told Conductor Wise to climb out. He 
was lying on his back in the car, groaning 
and only partially conscious. Seeing that 
he was unable to help himseif I got some 
men to help me and together we climbed in 
and him out of the rear door. The 
other men who were in my car were the 
two conductors, three cooks and three wait- 
ers. All of these, though more or less bruised, 
were able to get out by themselves. 

“after we had all got out of the car I 
looked about me and found that the four 
rear cars of the train had gone down the 
embankment. These cars were the parlor 
car, dining car, sleeper and private car. 
Luckily these cars did not telescope, or the 
loss of life would have been awful. When 
they commenced to roll down the hill the 
couplings broke and each car went in a 
different direction. The report that the 
cars caught fire is wrong, but it is a wonder 
they did not, as the lamps were lit at the 
time of the accident to try and warm the 
cars, which were very cold. 

“Tt was an awful scene and one which I 
hope never to witness again. The screams 
and groans of the injured, who were still 
imprisoned in the wrecked cars, could be 

lainly heard. As soon as possible the unin- 

ured passengers and members of the train 
crew, together with a number of residents 
of that locality who had hurried to the 
scene, at once set about rescuing the unfor- 
tunates. Windows were broken in and the 
sides of the cars cut out and the wounded 

ers taken out and carried to as com- 

quarters as could be provided. One 


f le 
— was taken out dead and her body 


was at once taken to a private house in the 
neighborhood. All the physicians in Coates- 
ville responded promptly and did all in their 
power to alleviate the suffering of the 
wounded. There was very little excitement 
among the rescuers as they went about their 
work. Not a minute of time was lost by 
them, as it was at first thought that a large 
number were killed and seriously injured 
and they feared that the cars would catch 
fire every minute. 

“I was present when they took John Nor- 
ton out. He was found lying in the sleeper 
when the side of the car was cut open. Four 
men lifted him out. He was unconscious, 
but moaned continually, as though suffering 
great pain. He a great hole in the 
side of his head, from which the blood 
poured fourth in a steady stream. His face 
was badly bruised and the doctors said he 
had been injured severely internally. Four 
men carried him up the hill, across the 
track to a little church about 500 feet away. 
There they placed him on the floor. He was 
unconscious all the time, but continued to 
moan and mutter unintelligibly. All at 
once he commenced to struggle and at- 
tempted to rise. The men then raised him 
up and placed him in a chair and he sat 


him until some bedding was brought, when 
she was placed on it. The last I saw of him 
was about 10 o'clock at night. He was still 
lying on the bed, unconscious and groaning. 

“The dead woman was also taken out of 
the sleeper. There were two other ladies in 
the sleeper, one of whom had a little baby 
with her about 6 months old. Neither of 
these ladies or the baby were injured in the 
least and they resumed their journey East 
on a special train the same night.“ 

J. H. Simmons, the waiter on the dining 
car, is authority for the statement that 
J h Dillon, the advance representative 
of the Pauline Hall Opera Company, was 
not seriously injured. Simmons claims to 
remember Mr. Dillon perfectly, having 
waited upon him, his wife and Mr. Norton 
at dinner only a short time before the wreck 
occurred. Mrs. Dillon, he says, appeared to 
be severely injured. He remembers. seeing 
her taken from the sleeper and afterwards 
her husband and another man,supported her 
up the hill to a private house near by. She 
was able to walk, but appeared to be suf- 
fering intensely. 

Both Daughtry and Simmons state that 
Mr. Dillon took charge of the money and 
yaluables found on Mr. Norton’s person. 

They say that early in the evening trains 
arrived, bringing physicians from Terre 
Haute and Indianapolis, who did all in their 
power to assist the other doctors.

THE FENDER 8A HIM. 

The account in to-day’s dispatches of 
the saving of the life of a Baltimore 
wheelman by a street car fender is inter- 
esting reading for any who may have a 
lingering doubt of the practical value of 
life-saving fenders. The young man, 
who undoubtedly would have been 
thrown to the track and crushed by a 
fenderiess car, was scooped up by the 
fender and safely carried until the car 
stopped. He escaped all injury except a 
few little cuts and bruises easily mended. 

The dispatch closed with this signifi- 
cant statement: There has not been a 
life lost here since the fenders have been 
in use.“ How many lives have been 
crushed out and how many limbs have 
been lost in this city through fenderless 
cars since the Baltimore fender law was 
passed? The list is appalling. 

The saving of one human life would 
justify the adoption of a law and the cost 
of fenders for all the motor cars in St. 
Louis. But there is no room for doubt 
that at least 90 per cent of the lives sacri- 
ficed by street car death-traps would be 
saved by suitable fenders. 

Public safety demands .the prompt 
adoption of the Council fender bill.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Under the strict gold redemption policy 
of the Administration the President sug- 
gests as good a plan of meeting the obli- 
gations of the ury and maintaining 
the gold reserve as can be found. 

If we must have bond issues, and there 
seems no hope of averting another issue, 
the Administration should have the 
power to issue the rigb, ort of bonds, 
and in this matter the President's rec- 
ommendation is excellent. Bonds issued 
ir! small denominations so that the people 
may take them are the best that can be 
issued. They offer a strong hope of relief 
from the sharp practices of Wall street 
by which the Government has been made 
the victim of a lot of unscrupulous money 
changers. There is plenty of gold in the 
country and Mr. Cleveland has acted 
wisely in suggesting a bond issue which 
will enable the people to help the Govern- 
ment and the Government to reap the 
benefit of a popular loan. 

But Mr. Cleveland will have difficulty 
in convincing the silver Democrats in 
Congress that his avowed friendliness to 
silver is more than empty profession and 
that his recommendation to retire Treas- 
ury notes through interest-bearing gold 
bonds is not the rankest heresy. Some 
danger may be scented also in the recom- 
mendation that import duties be paid in 
gold. With the retirement of Treasury 
obligations, by which gold may be ex- 
tracted from the Treasury at will and the 
necessity of paying customs imports in 
gold, there would seem te be nearly as 
much danger of forcing gold to a pre- 
mium as the announcement of silver pay- 
ments by the Treasury would cause. The 
experience of war times might be re- 
peated if the banks chose to hold thei? 
gold for a premium. 

There will be strong Democratic opposi- 
tion to all the President's recommenda- 
tions, and the outlook for legislation is 
not good. The situation and the Presi- 
dent’s message emphasize the blunders 
of our financial policy and the weakness 
omar currency system. They show the 
need of a thorough and intelligent over- 
hauling of financial matters such as can 
only be obtained through a careful in- 
vestigation of a competent commission.

CALIFORNIA'S PROTEST. 


The committee chosen by a monster 
mass meeting of citizens of San Francisco 
to oppose the Central Pacific funding 
scheme has issued a vigorous protest 
against the adoption of any measure of 
the kind by Congress. . 

The meeting is said to have been the 
largest ever held in San Francisco, with 
the exception of the assemblage which 
resolved in 1861 to maintain the Union. 
That the memorial to Congress in oppo- 
sition to the funding scheme and the 
protest of the committee represents the 
sentiment of all citizens of the Pacific 
Coast not under the Pacific Railroad in- 
fluence there can be no doubt. 

The protest of the committee summa- 
rizes the history of the Central Pacific 
deal by which Huntington and his three 
partners absorbed $40,000,000 through 
contruction companies and other devices, 
leaving the Government and other cred- 
itors nothing, as Huntington aptly ex- 
pressed it, “but two streaks of rust and 
a right of way.” It recites the series of 
wrongs under which by the use of this

TIN- PLATE TRADE. 


The Past Year a Bad One for Manufac- 
turers in Wales. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Evil times have 
fallen upon South Wales as the result of es- 
tablishment of tin-plate works in the United 
States. Consul Howells, at Cardiff, has 
made an exhaustive report to the State 
Department. Upon this showing manufactur- 
ers there take a very pessimistic view of the 
future. He says that until recently South 
Wales enjoyed a monopoly of the tin-plate 
trade. The United States has always n 
and still remains thé greatest customer, but 
since she has undertaken the task of supply- 
ing her oon wants in this, as she has g 
since been doing in other branches of the 
iron and gteel, there has been a consider- 
able fal “off in the American demand 
without compensating supply being 
needed for; ather markets, Therefore the 
difference has deen an entire loss to the 
Welsh manufacturers, few of whom appear 
to be in the new work in Ameri- 
can soil, The year of 1894 has been a wretched 
one and it would argue a very sanguine 
temperament, indeed, to look forward to 
b ter 973 during the * year 
in face of the probabily ot the American 
demand growing still smaller. Hopes were 
cherished — all classes interested that 
the Wilson . would immediately usher 
in a revival of trade, but by this time hope 
has given way to despair and throughout 
the district one hears only rumors of stop- 
pages of works, requests for concessions 
and demands for reductions in wages. 

The manufacturers have been straining 
every nerve to reduce the cost of production 
and labor troubles have followed. Not only 
will wages be permanently reduced, but 
hundreds will be added to the thousands of 
tin-platers already out of employment and 
the trades unions are practically disorgan- 


The Consul encloses an extract from a 
local news , saying: The American tin- 
plate wo which it was thought would 
have to stop, are going on as vigorously 
as ever, competing for and often securing 
orders which formerly come to this country. 
Their position has actually improved re- 
cently, inasmuch as they have obtained a 
reduction in wages of about 30 per cent, while 
in this country the strong effort made in the 
Same direction has up to the present time 
proved futile, except in a few isolated 
cases. Probably the most striking feature of 
the year's trading has been the serious di- 
mintshed call for terne plates from the 
United States, the native works being equal 
to supplying almost the whole of that im- 
portant trade. There has been also a dimin- 
ished demand for charcoal tins. A feature of 
the year, too, has been the large shipments 
of finished block plates, not only to the 
States, but to the Continent. It is not 
thought, however, that this trade will con- 
tinue with us, but be gradually absorbed 
by native mills.” ‘

The company 
is to pay to the city of Toronto 5 per cent 
of its gross receipts and is further under 
obligations to maintain the most efficient 
service in keeping with the latest improved 
methods. * 

“How is it with St. Louis?“ he asked. 

“The eleven street car companies paid 
anchises in 1894 only 
$29,547.78. This is not 1-5 of 1 per cent of 
their capital stock, and not 1-3 of 1 per cent 
of their gross receipts. 

“Why should the merchants of St. Louis 
be discriminated ainst in this manner? 
The right of way of a street car, telephone 
or electric light company is to them what 
the store rent is to the merchant, and 
there are few merchants who do not have to 
pay from 8 to 15 per cent of their gross re- 
ceipts in the form of rent. The principle 
is the same, only in one case the city is 
the landlord and.in the other an individual, 
under an unjust system of land tenure. 

“The eleven street car companies paid 
to the city in 188 as a tax upon tangible 
rhe are ES ange cars, wires, poles, wer- 

ouses, etc., only $16,561.50. In 1 they 
paid $17,508.38. This represents a property 
valuation of about „000. There must 
Rave been some tall swearing when these 
reports were turned in. Say that this 
amoumt ts within 50 per cent of its real 
value; this would make about $2,000,000. 
Now, these eleven roads are capitalized at 
$15,000,000. What does the $13,000,000 differ- 
ence, between its real property and the 
capitalized value represent? There are 
three names for it—franchise value or 
public value, and ‘water’ value. It is the 
dividends of from 5 to 8 per cent on the 
‘water’ value that makes stock in these 
companies so much 8 after. 

STILL NO MONEY. 

And this $13,000,000 difference is a value 
given by the city for almost nothing to 
these corporations. Amid all this reckless 
frittering away of the city’s franchises is

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CHEAP MON EV. 


Its Effect on the Real Estate 
Market Agents Reports. 


“What we need in St. Louis to make real 
estate as active as at any time in the his- 
tory of the city is cheap money and plenty 
of it,“ said a prominent Chestnut street 
agent. When money is up real estate is 
down, and when money,is down real estate 
is up. History shows that the local real 
estate market was most active when money 
was cheapest. The reasons for this are 
simple and can be readily understood by 
any one. Unlike the English capitalist or 
investor, who is well satisfied with 5 or 6 

r cent on his money when he invests 
ft. and is satisfied with from 3% to 5 
per cent when he loans it, American cap- 
italists want to maké 19 and 15 per cent on 
their money when they invest and from 6 to 
8 per cent when they ſoan it out. Rather 
than loan it at a lower rate of interest than 
6 per cent they will speculate with it. Con- 
sequently when money ts loaning at 6 per 
cent our local capitalists are looking else- 
where to place theirs and are in the market 
to purchase real estate. On the other hand 
when money is at 6 per cent and above they 
wit not buy real estate as a rule, as they 
then prefer real estate loans, where they se- 
cure returns and run comparatively no 
risk. These are the chief causes for the 
increased and decreased activity in St. 
Louis real estate in the past eight years. 

True, there might have been other causes, 
such as a scarcity of money in St. Louis, 
but a scarcity did not really exist at any 
time. It was only a scare at times which 
made money loaners hold on tighter to 
their money and enabled them to demand 
higher rates of interest. 

“St. Louis now ap s to have reached 
@ point wher the real estate market will 
not be so completely subject to every turn 
of the money market. Within the past few 
months large Eastern insurance concerns 
have commissioned their agents to loan 
money on St. Louis real estate and millions 
of dollars have been placed upon the mar- 
ket, the result of which will to give St. 
Louis an abundance of c money. Al- 
ready its effects are being felt and it ig re- 
ported that a loan of over $200,000 has re- 
cently been made at per cent. 
step in the right‘ direction. There is no 

n why ‘St. Louis should not have 4 per 
cent money if New York has, and that on 
moderate-sized loans. When low rates of 
interest become general en St. Louis Qusi- 
ness men who fully realize the rate at which 
the city is growing and at which real estate 
values are enhancing, will m their 
hemes to invest the money in St.

MILITARY TACTICS. 


Proposed Bill to Have Public 
School Pupils Trained. 


Members of the School Board in this 
city seem to he of one opinion regarding 
the bill now pending in Congress, which 
provides that a certain numebr of army 
and navy officers be set apart by the 
Government to instruct the pupils in the 
public schools throughout the country in 
military tac ‘without material cost to 
the public. is opinion is decidedly 
favorable to the plan and all the members 
interviewed on the subject expressed a 
strong hope that the bill would be passed. 

When asked his opinion of the proposed 
plan, President F. W. Brockman of the 
School Board replied: “This is right in 
line with the idea mapped out in Novem- 
ber, 1893. We then adopted a resolution 
to request that an army officer be sent 
here to form the boys in our High School 
into a cadet corps. It would be an ex-

cellent thing, as it would familiarize the h

beys with army tactics and discipline, 
and in time of an emergency would ren- 
der them much more useful than raw 
recruits. It would be of no use, how- 
ever, in any school but the High School, 
as the pupils of the district schools are 
too young to profit by such instruction.” 

Dr. W. J. Wait, a member of the School 

Board, also expressed himself as being 
favorably impressed with the idea. “This 
would be a much better and and cheaper 
way of instructing our pupils,” he said, 
“than by employing teachers to instruct 
them in physical culture and the Del- 
sarte movement, and would also be of 
much more benefit to them in the future. 
I sincerely hope the bill will pass.“ 

John Kissner, another member of the 
board, said: “As long as there is no ex- 
pense attached to it I am heartily in 
favor of the proposed plan.” 

James Y. Player, retary of the 
School Board, said: “It is a mighty good 
thing and 1 hope it will ge through. It 
would be started first.in the High School 
and then possibly in the eighth grade 
classes of the district schools. It would 
be a part of the course that the boys
